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1974 Was a ‘Pretty Good’ Year

Looking back on the year just passed, 1974 was a pretty 
good year for Plano. There w ere ups and downs, but the city 
s«>.'ms to have survived it in good shape. 
For sports fans, the Plano W ildcats alm ost m ade it. They 
reached the quarter-finals under the leadership of Coach 
John Clark and in doing so perform ed with outstanding 
sportsm anship. 
On the other side of the scale. Plano registered seven 
fatalities for the year, while police reports indicated that 
November was the safest month with a 26 ptTcent decline in 
accidents for the year. 
On the national level, the year began with a fuel shortage 
which hit A m ericans late in 1973 and prices began to soar on 
that com m odity, as well as housing, food and other 
necessities which hit an all-tim e high in 1974. 
While the nation, as a whole, reported a drastic sag in the 
economy, Plano has survived the crisis better than most 
cities. While building has com e to a virtual standstill in most 
com munities, Plano reports a better building year in 1974 
than in the previous year. Obviously, this places the area in a 
much better financial condition than some. 
Building Continues 
There seem to be more hom es on the m arket in Plano than 
early in the year, but new homes are still being constructed

Com m unist leader Leonid Brezhnev is ailing and being 
treated at a sanatorium on the outskirts of Moscow. But the 
Soviet Union has refused com m ent on the reports. Brezhnev 
was last seen in public on Dec. 24 at the opening of the 
Suprem e Soviet. Newsmen said he seem ed in norm al health. 
The Cairo sources said Tuesday Brezhnev’s condition was 
disclosed during Egyptian P'oreign M inister Ism ail F ahm i’s 
decent three-day visit to the l^viet Union, but failed to 
disclose the ailm ent.

tinue. The Plano Police Dept, moved into their new structure 
on 14th Si., The Parks and R ecreation Dept, have new 
quarters near H arrington P ark, the Plano Cham ber of 
Com merce has turned ground for their new building on 15th 
St., and early in 1975 the new Plano General Hospital will be 
completed. There will also l)e a 95,(X)0 square foot modiv'al 
offices facility nearby which will accom odate IOO dtK’tors 
Other building continued with the expansion of Custer Rd 
and the letting of a perm it for construction of Pitm an Cor­ 
ners, a shopping center, to be located at the Corner of Custer 
and FM .544. Also P aririe Creek Village, P lano’s largest 
shopping Center to date, also located on FM 544, op<_*nea in 
the latter part of the year. 
The new Los Rios Country Club was opened in November 
and the city’s new golf course was com pleted. New’ churches 
are springing up and building perm anent structures, and a 
Rehabilition Center opened at 1130 E. D allas North designed 
to accom odate the handicapped. 
New Schools Open 
The Plano Independent School D istrict did not lag in their 
efforts to bring continuing fine education to Plano students, 
as 1974 saw the opening of H aggard Middle School and 
W eatherford Elem entary, and construction alm ost com ­ 
pleted on the new west side high school. 
In October, the board asked for and received a $25 million 
bond allowance to continue their steady progress tow ard 
unsurpassed school facilities. However, this vote passed 
with less than 6(X)0 persons voting 
With a successftl financial year in the m aking, the school 
board struggled th.-ough a series of disrupting elections as 
they sought to seat two new iioard m em bers Disccepancies 
in voter count first placed Dennis Robinson ahead of David 
Black, with a later election giving Black the seat. In another 
contested race. Tom Hughston and Ted Dickey w ere in 
contention for a seat, with i)ickey being seated, only to be 
un.-^eated and Hughston finally being declared the legal 
winner 
Things w ere not tix) quiet up in McKinney, either, as 
photographers and reporters hassled with the County judge 
and com missions over the taking of photographs. It was 
eventually resolved with an agreem ent that photos could be 
taken at certain tim es frcm a specified area. 
S trffer Honored 
Again county governrrent cam e into focus when Teri 
Anderson, a Star-Courier Staffer, wrote a story about “ the 
lost prisoner’’ for which she was nom inated for first place in 
“on-the-spot” news in the Dallas P ress Club contest. 
Also, during the year Collin County had three sheriffs. 
F irst, George Sm ith, who resigned, then Je rry Kunkle, who 
took Sm ith’s place, and evenlually Je rry Burton, who is still 
in the office. 
W'hile Planoites show an adversity to voting and usually 
turn out rath er p<iorly, they respond quickly to the plight of 


fellow citizens in trouble and the year was m arked with 
many such reports of their generoasity. 
During the Hondurous disaster, hundreds of citizens filled 
Salvation arm y trucks with food, warm clothing and bed 
linens which were flown by Braniff .Airlines within hours to 
that storm plagued country. Pledges from churches and 
other organizations as well as individuals saved the Plano 
Day Care Center from financial disaster, and several 


stricken youngsters w ere aided through fund donations set 
up in their nam es in the two local banks. 
Goal Topped 
The United Way drive topped if s goal as Plano gave a 
total of $42,.334, and Planoites also supported the YMCA 
drive, which netted ten percent above their proposed goal. 
Happier events saw Ren Veigel, a kindergarten teacher at 
Sigler, nam ed teacher of the year; Florence Shapiro took 
over the reins of the W omen’s Division of the Cham ber of 
Com m erce, and Helene Leanzby headed the Plano Business 
and Professional W omen’s Club. 
H arry Thompson was welcomed as the new’ executive vice

Waddell Resigns 
Rita Barnes was rHrued the first woman assistant athletic 
director in the Plan > sch(X)l system and Governor Briscoe 
payed the city a vL it in September. John Waddell, a popular 
councilman, resi:^ned his oosition and it was filled with the 
appointment of Doug Herein. 
It was on Jan. 2, that President Richard Nixon signed a 
bill requiring all states, as a gasoline saving measure, to 
reduce maximum sp^:.-ed limits to 55 miles an hour, under 
threat of hosing federal highway funds. 
It was a further effort to conserve fuel as the Nation was 
hit with a dire shortage of heating and transportation fuel. 
Already, the citizenry had been asked to keep their ther­ 
mostats setting at 68 degrees and at least all federal building 
complied with that rr-quest. Probably most Americans did 
so, as they began to r.'ialize how difficult it would be for a 
traveling natio.n to be brought to a standstill. 
Long Gas Lines 
Service stations became clogged with vehicles, if they 
were even open, and often a ten-gallon limit was placed on 
all cars. In addition to the shortage, gasoline prices began to 
rise at a fast pace, and only later did they level off at what 
is now generally accepted as the cost of driving. 
Few Christmas lights were in evidence even at Christmas, 
1973, just prior to the New Year, but an easing of fuel gave 
those who wanted it the opportunity this year to light up. 
However, Christmas, 1974 was not as bright as past years, as 
many chose to continue conservation. 
And as people straggled to balance their already strained 
budgets to feed their families, the cost of foods continued to 
rise alarmingly. Sugar, though not short in supply, rose to an 
all time high and in turn affected all foods containing sugar. 
Another national issue affecting us locally was the postage 
rate increase raising the cost of a letter from eight to ten 
cents. 
The resignation of Richard Nixon probably affected 
everyone as much as all the other plaguing circumstances 
combined. It was to lead to a condition where we in Plano, as 
well as all other Americans, would have a president and a 
vice president that we had not elected. 
Planoites were divided on their opinions, but more than 
that, they and thousands of others, are concerned with how 
the new regime will handle the economy and the State of the 
Union in 1975. 
The City of Plano has come a long way since the 1800’s and 
19'74 was no exception. Progress took a giant step forward 
and the unemployment rate is stable. It would seem that at 
the present we are luckier than most, and while we can look 
back on 1974 with pride and thankfulness, we can also ap­ 
proach 1975 with confidence.

Polly’s Problem 


DEAR POLLY — Please tell me how to remove crayon marks 
from a chalk board I also would like to know how to wash and dry 
an electric blanket.—P J O. 


DEAR P.J.D. — Only wash one electric blanket at a time. 
Wrap the plug with several thicknesses of cloth and tie it securely 
so it does not scratch the washer. I am surprised that you do not 
have a tag that came with your blanket giving the manufacturer's 
directions for washing and, more especially, for drying. 
One manufacturer of washers suggests the following general 
directions when none are available for a particular brand: Pre- 
treat very soiled spots with a detergent. Always use a full tub of 
water and a liquid detergent suitable for wool. Immerse blanket 
completely. A ptate it one minute in cool water on gentle speed. 
.Soak five or ten minutes. Allow washer to complete cycle. If put 
in the dryer tumble ONLY until binding is dry and then remove, 
shape to original size and finish drying over two lines placed 
rather close together. When dry brushing will bring up the nap. 
The entire drying process also could be done over two lines and 
then the binding touched up with an iron. The following letter 
may be the answer to your other question.—POLLY. 


DEAR POLLY — If your children scribbled on wallpaper with 
wax crayons I have found that carefully using very fine steel wool 
will remove the markings with little damage done—MARIE. 
Polly’s note — One remedy for removing crayon marks from 
painted surfaces is to sponge them with cleaning fluid. If marks 
still remain try a mixture of fuller’s earth (buy at the drug store) 
and water, let dry and wipe off. 
DEAR POLLY — My Pet Peeve is with m anufacturers who do 
not securely sew elastic to underwear. It seems that nearly every 
pair of underpants have the elastic separated from the body some 
place along the line. Then I have to get busy mending a new gar­ 
ment. Thankfully I have found a short cut for such mending. I put 
the separated place over my embroidery hoops, the hoops stretch 
the elastic in place and I am able to sew the body of the garment 
to it even though it is provoking to have to do it. Thank you for a 
wonderful meeting place for those of us who hate to do 
housework -B EV ER LY ANN. 
DEAR POLLY — I have found dental floss very useful in the 
kitchen. It is great for trussing a fowl or sewing it up after the in­ 
side is filled with dressing.
